THE  ESTIMATES. 

The  Estimates  have  at  length  gone  through 
the  usoal  Parliameutary  ordeal,  and  will  be 
reported  to-day  to  the  House.  The  reduc- 
tion* made  in  the  aums  proposed  by  the  K*> 
euutive  will  eioeed  S140,000-a  cutting  and 
pruning  that  ought  to  satisfy  the  most  con- 
stitutional grumbler.  Il  is  not  always  econ- 
omy, however,  to  nut  down  the  Estimates. 
There  are  indeed  cases  where  wholesale  re- 
ductions would  prore  the  greatest  extrava- 
gauoe.  We  might,  for  instance,  abolish 
item*  which  were  intended  to  carry  ool 
works  of  utility  and  retain  the  salaries  of  un- 
necessary officials.  This  would  bear  on  the 
face  of  it  a  reduction,  but  it  wonld  virtually 
be  increasing  largely  the  expenditure  of  the 
country.  That  some  of  the  retrenchments  of 
the  present  House  may  savor  of  this  descrip- 
tion of  economy  is  possible  enough;  that 
various  neeessary  items  were  struck  out 
misconception  of  ibeir  character,  and 
others  were  retained  which  have  no  earthly 
business  in  the  estimates  we  can  readily  be- 
lieve ;  but  the  lauit,  il  there  be  one,  is  not  so 
much  with  the  House  as  it  with  our  system
